being no Hopes, no Prefpeét co ferve their Country, 
no Views of doing Right. to an injured Nation, Le- 
gal and Parliamentary Endeavouts were become in- 
effe&tual ; confequently different Methods mutt be 
attempted ; the People muft now fave them/felves. 
Where, tor Heaven's Sake, is the mighty Diff-rence 
between the Rowan and the Britifb Malecontents ? Or 
why might not the Word Secefion, even in Mr. 
Al. "s Senfe of it,-be very properly app'ied to 
the Deferting Members ?- (One only Reafon can be af- 
figned ; viz. That the Roman Seceffions were fuccefs- 
ful, whereas this hath mot been fo. Bat wife Men 
are not wont to regulate their Opinions of Things, 
by their having or their not having Swecefs.

Ir is really pleafant to confider the different 
Lights in which the Malecontents them{elves have 
confitered this Meafure.

‘ plain Faéts are generally intended to amu(e and 
‘ deceive: Burt admit them in the prefent Cafe fin- 
* cere, People in fuch Circumftances, where one 
‘ Thing leads to another, are unavoidably driven 
‘ far beyond their firft Intentions. Ic is needle to 
‘ mention the well-known fatal Progrefs in the laft 
‘ Century.” This wasthe fir# and genuine Draught 
of the Secefion, by one.who knew perfeétly well the 
Motives which induced it, the Leading Men who 
brought it about, and the Ends it was to ferve. 

But the worthy Mr. Hampden would perfwade 
us, That it was no more than the quiet Retirement of 
a few Gentlemen, from a Place where they found they 
had no Chance of ferving their Country, according to 
their private Notions of its true Jutereft. It was, in 
fhort, acalm, inadcent, and inoff-nfive AG, of a few 
rigidly virtuous Men, who could no Icnger bear with

theic Purpofe, and made fuch a Law as would give 
them a Superiority. Does not this breathe the Spirit 
of the mutt exalted Probity, and the higheft Jmpar- 
tiality? Was it not as fair and equitable as any fre 
Patriot could defire? And would not the Time of 
the Two Heufes have been better {pent ia canvafling 
fuch a Law, than in giving Rewards to Mrs. Ste- 
aw or providing again exceflive and deccittul 
ams 

Bur, methinks, this Gentleman's Pains had been 
beter imploy’d, if he had vindicated this favourite 
Meafure trom the Objections made to it even by Men 
of erdinary Underftlanding the Moment it was di- 
vulged. For Inftance, They faid it was unrcaion- 
able, becaule thefe Truftees deferted that Truft to 
which they were tleéted, at a Time when the People 
could not eleé& others in their Stead. They faid it 
was unrighteous, becaufe thefe Men juftified their 
own doing grofs and apparent Evil, by their Suppofi- 
tions only im refpet to others. And they faid, that

touched them, any more than the following Obje- 
tions, which are of no lefs Weighe. 

Tuoss, who reafoned on the Marter calmly, 
thought this Meafure abfolutely illegal, becaufe the 
Statute of the 6 Hen VIII.

fary they fhouid be thoroughly united: As alfo, the 
Mifchiefs they have done abroad, io caufing foreign 
Princes to apprehend, that we are fo divided amongft 
ourfelves, that we muft be paflive under whatever In- 
fults we receive That chisis not an ill-grounded, ill- 
natured Suggettion, merely crowded in to make the 
Deferters o*tous, will appear to any Man who will 
take the Pains of comparing the Papers which have 
been publifhed by Order of his Catholick Majefty in the 
Courle of our Difputes, wherein the Brityh Minifiry 
are mentioned, with the Crafi/men written on the 
fame Subjects; for chen they will fee, thar the fame 
Sentiments, the fame Languagr, the fame Suggeftions 
are common to both ; fo rhat it muft be believed one 
Set of Papers is copyed from the other.

Srcondly, 
To refit the Ordinance of the whole State of the 
Kingdom, cither by ftirring up a Diflike in the 
Hearts of his Majcfty’s Subjects of the Proceedings 
of the Parliament; to endeavour, by levying Arms, 
to compel the King and Parliament to make fuch 
Laws as feem beft to them; to deay the Power, Au- 
thority, and Priviléges of Parilament ; to Caft Afper- 
fions on the fame ; to precure the untimely Diflolu- 
tion and Breakiog off ot the Parliament, before all 
Things are ferried by the fame for the Safety and 
Tranquility both of King ahd Scare, is an apparent 
Sign of a craiterous and difloval Subje& agaiaft Ins 
* King and Country.” You fre, Sir, how dire&ly 
oppofite in thefe buly and usietrled Times the Judg- 
ment of a wife Man was to tiie current Doctrine of 
our modern Malecontents. You fee, andthe World 
muft f-e, how widely different the modern Hampden, 
the Affociate if not the Crea’ure of Caleb D' Anvers, is 
in his Notions of Things from that great Man whofe 
Name he afumes ; and whotver fees this can no lon- 
ger doubr, what the Defiens are of that Fadion for 
whom he writes, or how /ittle they Coincide with that 
of true Patricts.

By Letters from Charles town in South Carolina, 
dated the 2ath of May laft, there is Advice, that the 
Crew of the Earle Galley of Biiftol, from the Bay of 
Hofiduras for Cowes, came in there in their Boar, 
having loft the Ship in the Gu'ph of Florida. 

The Ann, Barclay, lately arrived at Dover from 
Caracao, {poke with the Betry, Winfter, bound from 
Angola to Maryland, in the Latitude of 24 D. 30 M. 
North, on the sth of June laft, ali well. 

The following Particulars are publifh'd in the Fo- 
reign Priats, relating to the Murder of the Swedifh 
Officer in his Return from Turkey. 

‘ The Officer, whofe Ticle was the Baron de Sin- 
Clair, fer out about 5 Months ago from Stockholm 
to Conflantinople, with a certain Commiffion from 
the Crown of Sweden to the Grand Scignior: And 
about the Beginning of June he fet out from thence 
for his Return, taking his Way thro’ Poland, in 
Company with a French Merchant. From the 
Fime he left Kaminicc he was dodg'd inceflantly, 
all the Way thro’ Poland, by 4 Officers, faid to be 
Ruffians, till he gor into Silefia, where he thought 
he had efcap'd them for good and ail ; but the Jat- 
ter having Notice which Road he went, they ftill 
follow’d him, and overtook him in that Durchy, 
between Sorau and Chriftianftadt, They immedi- 
atcly demanded his Papers, but the Baron refus’d 
fo deliver them, and flood on his Defence ; where- 
upon they cut and flath’d him in fo many Places 
that he dy'd upon the Spot ; and ther the Mur- 
derers feiz'd and march’d off with his Papers. Some 
fay they only found a Treaty of Commerce in 
them ige'd between Sweden and the Porte ; but 
others fay, there were other Papers of very great 
Importance, _ The French Merchant, who was 
the Baron’s Fellow-Traveller, and Witnefs of this

Kingdom of Bohemia, to implore of God, that he 
would be pleafed to put a ftop to the great Drought 
which has been in thofe Parts; and the Jews there 
have alfo religioufly obferved a Day of Fafting and 
Prayer. But tho’ Rain has firtce fallen in feveral Parts 
of the Kingdom, the Corn is entirely fpoil'd, and the 
Storms hav: compleatly ruined what little Crop they 
had Hopes of gathering ; fo that a great Scarcity is 
dreaded in thar Country. 

The King and Queen of Poland are fet out from 
Dréfden to the Baths at Toplitz in Bohemia; And 
Mr. Villers, the Bririfh Envoy Extraordinary at that 
Court, has taken his Leave, and is returning home. — 

Though the Corficans continuc to flerender their 
Arms, and to fubmit to the French King as if he 
were their lawfal Sovereiga ; yet there is a Party in 
the Ifland, who cannor help. difcovering their Rage 
that they can’t live in that independency with which 
they had farrer’d themfelves: Aud of this they have 
given an evident Proof, by affaulting a Friar whom 
the French General was fending intothe Country with 
a Letter, whom they fired at three times, and pot 
wounding him, they were fo cruel as to burn him In 
the Face wich a hor Irom, and then feat him back ; 
for which the French General has vow'd Revenge. 

Nine Gallies, exch of 16 Oars, are juft launch’d at 
Petersburg, which, with the 13 that were launch’d 
there latch » make 22. 

Mr. Titley, the Britifh Envoy Extraordinary at 
Copenhagen, has, by Order of his Court, demanded 
that the Succours which Denmark has agreed to fend 
to his Brirannick Majefty, may be kept in a Readi- 
nefs to be fent as foom as requir'd. The Danifh 
Court is gone into Moutning for a Fortnight, for 
the Death of the Duke of Holftein-Gotrorp ; upon 
which Occafiom all the Bells at Kiel are to be tol!'d 
for 6 Weeks, from 10 o'Glock in the Fotenoon till 
Noon, and from 4 o’Cleck in the Afternoon till 6 
in the Evening. 

The Spanifh Court is raifing Men all over the 
Kingdom to augment their Land Forces, and to re- 
inforce the Crews of their Men of War. Orders 
are fent tothe feveral Maritime Provinces, to can- 
ton Troops along their Coafts: And they write from 
Bifcay, That a Detachment which is encamp'd in 
the Neighbourhood of Corunna, is employ’d in 
ereCting Forts and driving Pallifadocs in thofe Parts 
of the Coaft which lie moft expos’d. They expeé 
at Madrid that the King of France will fend a 
Squadron of 15 Men of War to Cadiz, in Cafe the 
Differences between that Court and Great Britain are 
not accommodated. 

The Spanifh Ambaffador sat Paris has deliver’d to 
the Duke of Orleans, the neceffary Ful! Powers for 
efpoufing the Princefs of France, that is to be mar- 
ry’d to the Infante Don Philip. 

This Day the Right Hon. the Lord Chancellor 
holds the Firft General Seal after Trinity Term, at 
Lincoln’s-Inn Hall. 

Laft Thurfday Morning the Right Hon. the Mar- 
quis of Grahame, Son and Heir to the Duke of Mont- 
rofe, taking the Air near Farnham, atiended by a 
Servant on Horfeback, was attack’d in a By-lane by 
Two Highwaymen ; one of which bidding him 
ftand, his Lordfhip drew a Piftol from his Holfter, 
and fhot him thro’ the Head.
